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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 14 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 14, "the TiN" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 25 fails to further limit the claim from which it depends because of 
the "further comprising" terminology which is broader than the "consisting of 
terminology in claim 14. Furthermore, the components of claim 25 are already 
included in claim 14. A dependent claim must further limit the claim from which it 
depends. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 
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5. Claims 14,16-18,25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a or e) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over 
Tajima et al (5,885,916), for reasons of record. 

Applicants 1 argument that Tajima et al teach a Si02/Re203 ratio of 1 .5 to 
10 is not persuasive in overcoming the rejection because the instant claims do 
not set forth a SiCVf^Cb ratio. When the range of Tajima et al is converted to 
the ratio applicants use, SiCVF^Cb + AI2O3 + Si02 , the range taught by Tajima 
is .6 to .777 (1.5/1+1.5= 6; 3.5/3.5+1=777). 

6. The rejection of the claims over Oda et al (5,804,523) is withdrawn 
because Oda et al fail to teach AI2O3. 

7. The rejection over Hintermayer (5,998,319) is withdrawn in view of the 
"consisting of terminology in the claims excluding the other components of 
Hintermayer et al.
